There are numerous claims for 
salaries, the principal ones being: Hazel Dawn, 
$4,643; Raymond Tullis, $8,913; J. C. Fisher, 
$1,754; Maude Odell, $458; Carl Gantvoort, 
$289; Frank Doanc, $278; Will West, $852, 
and Frank W. Sheridan, $858. There were 
thirty other claims for salaries, all small 
amounts, most of the claimants being girls 
Some other claims were : Brooklyn Academy 
of Music, for rent, $210; Longacre Land Com- 
pany, $1,145 ioT rent; Matt Grau, $200 for 
loans ; White Studios, $216 for photos, and The 
'Morning Telegraph, $125 for advertising. 

The only asset was a play, with copyright, 
entitled "What Happened at 22," the nghts of 
which it was stated have probably reverted to 
the author for non-payment of royalties.

The story while cunple. Is well told by the au- 
thor, and the cQiaractera Involved In Its recital 
evidence tbe fact that the pla.vwrlght posse.'ees 
more than ordinary ability to create amusing, al- 
though distinctly human, t}-pcs, the duplicates of 
which mlcht easUy 'enough be discovered without 
.:;ront effort right at the present time hi any Amer- 
ican; cointiy town-. 

The dialogue is bright, and the laughs frequent 
and spcntnjivous. The rrftDations are for the Ix-tter 

Sar: conviocliig, and at tfanes approach the melo- 
raaatic in tone. 

There are several Instances where the laughs 
too. are modified by . a touch of homel.v senrtlincnt. 

Wm. Hodge, lu tSm central character of Jim 
Wh'.tn:o'n, Js on the .itagc almost throughout -the 
t-ntirr- action of the. play, and scores strongly In a 
role that fits.him like the proverbial glove. 

Notblng better In the way of 'a second act flnish 
has been seen In several seasons than the well 
staged sngzestlon of a thunder storm, with, the 
attendant shutting of doors and windows, calling 
In 'of the dog, and last minute thought for the 
canary singing blithely, by tbe way, under a de- 
cidedly real appearing tree. 

The srcnic accessories are excellent and reflect 
great credit on tbe producer. 

The first act. an Interior ctf a prosperous country 
storekeeper's home, has all the earmarks of -the 

tcnubie -article, and the third -act staged In a 
am that coniains among other things a havloft 
with real hay and & chlckem (not at 'the Broadway 
variety) bnt a. busy little hen who made a separate 
hit all .for hcr£c1f, and brought batk Taomories of 
"The Old Hooiestead'.' in Its palmiest days. 

The cast Is remarkably good. In addition, to 
Uodee, there Is a -Scott Cooper, who gives a -lifelike 
£kctch of a grouchy old maa who rejoices In the 
somewhat Dlckcns-llke cognomen of Benjamin 
Hardcastle. His n.-^rformancc of a role that In less 
skilled hands might have seemed like a caricature 
Is decidedly worth while. 

Sidney Rlggs, as Walter Hardcastle, the very 
amiable son of the hard-hearted father, plays com- 
pcteiltlT. and Miriam Collins makes a more than 
acceptable Ingenue. 

A finely drawn bit of character acting Is of- 
fered by A. Xj. Evans, who makes the old fanner, 
I'MI Hunt, an appeallngly humorous citizen. His 
fiery etecd, the Senator, by the way. created a 
small S3nsitlon. 

Toylor Carroll, as a corontr.v minister, was fully 
up to tbe mark In every way. Louis Mountjoy. 
In the very small part of Judge Stevens, proved 
that a minor role can t>o made to stand ont It 
properly interpreted, and Geo. Lund, as a Hashy 
sort of neor-'viltaln, looked and acted the part to 
the life. 

Id passing It might tic mentioned that Ida Ver- 
non, as Mrs. Whitman, who pla.ved -Jim's nrather 
with a leaning toward Christian Sdence and a 
happy view of life In general, made one of the big- 
gest nits of tbe evening:. 

Marie Haynes, as an old mold, and Howard 
Morgan, as her rustle suitor, -were two others who 
appeared In clean cut and finely Interpreted char- 
nt-ter roles. 

'I'he Road to Happiness" Is not a good play In 
the strict sense of the word, bnt If the first night 
audience's reception Is any criterion, it should 
play out the season In New York. It's different 
from most of the plays produced recently. That 
fact might make np for a great deal that Is lack- 
ing in other waya And then there is nnctuous 
WUllam Hodge, -who Is a whole sbow In himself.

"CoiiiBoh'Clay" Is based on a. Die Idea, but this 
Iden' U' not well carried out and^the work is not 
weQ' constructed. Furthermote, the author mokes 
on?of hla "heroes", waive alL^mes of conventton 
und marry, a girl (who has borne him a child), 
even though he knows she has associated with 
other men. In spite of this uueonventlonallty. or 
hc<-ause'or It, the. work has a strong Interest which 
Is likely to appeal to women, just aa the two playe 
abovp named aid. 

Ell<m Neiol; a girl raised In the lower strata of 
society, longs for life and advancement. She finds 
the former in a dance hall. Hero sho meets m..ay 
of thi> sons of rich parents, and one of these, Ar- 
thur Coaklov induces her to take her first drink 
and the IneVltoble happens when, ho takoa her to 
a rooming house on "Maple Street" E len. Is now 
eighteen. After two years of this life she de- 
termines to live "atrolght/' and engages as maid 
In the home of Richard Fullerton, a minionolre. 
Her advent happens on the occasion of a birthday 
nartv given to *^llenton"8 son, Hugh. 

Under pretense of giving Ellen Instructions as 
to her household duties, Kdwards, the butler, In- 
»iilts her, and she sends him about his business. 
Then Coakley recognizes her, and In spite ot her 
protestations 'that sbe is now living straight ne 
tries to induce her to resume relations with him, 
but falls. Then comes Hugh Fullerton, and where 
the other two fall, he succeeds. 

Ten months pass and a child Is bom. to Ellen. 
She endeavors to make Hugh provide for his off- 
sprmg. Hugh's father, Richard Fullerton Is will- 
ing to p>ay a big price to save the family name, 
exui cneai;e3 his lawyer, an old friend. Judge 
Samuel Fllron, to fight tae case. It reaches the 
Police Court, where It Is disclosed that Ellen Is 
the illegitimate cbUd of Judge Fllson and a one 
time notorious woman, now dead. 

The Judge determines to make what reparation 
he ran, and educates Ellen, who becomes a noted 
singer. In the epilogue (ten years later) she 
again meets Hugh Fullerton, and the cuntaln tails 
with Ellen In Hugh's arms and with the full under- 
standing that they "are to be married. 

With the conventions of the so-called double sex 
standard so entirely upset, corned a shook to the 
auditor. < But strange to say the revulsion of feel- 
ing ronsequemt upon this seems to be more than 
offset by the heart Interest with which the author 
has Invested his play, and the sympathy which he 
has drawn to the character of Ellen. But then 
ul! of the characters are well drawn. 

As above stated the work is of poor construc- 
tion, and In the first two acts la more of a preach- 
ment than a play. In act two Judge Fllson Is 
made to deliver long, moralizing speeches never 
indulged In by the skilled playwright, speeches 
wblrb. If delivered by a less able actor than John 
Mason, conld be little else tiian tiresome. 
V. Mr. Uoson is one of oar best actors, end he 
can always be relied upon to give an artistic per- 
.formanee. In his hands Judge Fllson become.<i a 
'.man of sterling qualities, forceful, manly, com- 
jmnndlng, a man who seems to be able to taboo 
the recognized conventionalities of society with Im- 
punity. Wlien, In his confession to the elder 
Fullerton, be tells of his past and of his desire to 
marry a woman of the town becanse he loved her, 
his very m£nner of expressing himself seems to 
■I'vest the fact of much ot its horror, and what 
'■vould appear a weakness In others seems strength 
uf clioractsr in falm. 3Ir. Mason's portrayal of 
Judge Fllson adds another laurel to ms wreath. 

£Uen Neal la a character which appeals to the 
most perfect art In Jane Cowl, and she made 
Ellen a breatbtn^, living being, with the red blood 
cours'ug In her veins making her a real human. 
Ry repression as well as expression fihe makes you 
feel that jvou understand toe motives which hove 
actuated Ellen. Ellen's, love of life, her desire for 
cdvancement and the seemingly innate knowledge 
that she was of different stock than the uncouth 



woman whom she always believed to be her mother. 
Hie actresa also makes you feel that Eillea has • 
strain of moral weakness. In spite of her declara- 
tion that she Is living "straight." and that this 
weakness will permit her to sell herself to gratify 
her ambitions. And so -nlth all of Its excellent 
drawing the character of Ellen Is a contradiction, 
for, while she is morally weak, her love for Ongh 
Is enduring. It is a difficult character to portray 
to its fullest, but Miss Cowl failed not in the 
slightest degree. She was at all times equal to the 
task set for her, and her work in the police court 
scene was a veritable triumph. 

Dudley Hawley did capital work as Arthur 
Coakley. Robert MoWade made an excellent type 
of the breezy lawyer, full of buncombe. Runs 
TN'hytall and Orme Caldara were both, good, and 
Mabel Colcord made a great deal of the character 
bit of Mrs. Neal In the third act All ot tho 
others did good work.

FLOOD CAUSES TROUBLE IN ST. LOUIS 
FILM CIRCLES. 

With the greater part of the city of St. Louis 
and surrounding territory 'flooded and ra'.lroail 
tmSIc, both incoming and outgoing, practically at 
a standstill, motion picture houses depending on 
the St. Louis exchanges for. their program suffered 
severely during the latter part of last weeli, as a 
result of the inability to make ehipme&ts. 

The exchange of the Mutual Film Corporation. 
In St. Louis, was pai^Icularly hampered during the 
flret forty-eight hours of tho storm, but by means 
of specially engaged automobiles and vehicles of 
various descriptions, which were.>pressed Into serv- 
ice, managed to make a mimber of shipments. 

Employees of the exchange rcmatnea constantly 
at work during most of that thne, however, and 
rendered Invalaable service to. tho exhibitors lu 
many ways. In so far as the meagre means 'within 
their power i>ermHted. The following letter from 
Frederick W. Kclles, manager of tbe Mutual's St. 
Louis exchange, gives some Idea of the difficulties 
caused by tbe storm : 

"We had an awfnl storm, and the city and s'lr- 
mnndlng territory Is all flooded, making It almost 
Impossible, to ship 'films out of town. Tho 'Wells 
Fargo Express Company would not take Friday 
night's ehlpments or to-nlght'a (Saturday's) ahlp- 
mrnts, as ' there are no trains rnnnlng. . All tbe 
other express companies are taking shipments 
subject to delay. This haa surely crippled the 
business." 

At present, however, the storm having subsided 
and the flooded area been practlcaHy completcly 
drained, shipments are being made on the regular 
Bcbednle.

The 
action of - this art aeala with what ensues wbeo 
Mlltem sets hack to town and engages a forelcn 
maid, who pioves to be Una In dlsgnlse. The 
third act finds the fiction writer madly In love 
with his servant. The usual revelation and re- 
roni'Ulatlon takes placed Considerable comedy Is 
brought forth by the old doctor, whpse absent- 
mlndcdnoss led him Into a unique matrlmonUI 
tangle. The third net contains only one song, 
• My Princess." 

Edward Carroll and Henry . Gnrvey play bits of 
men from an employment agency volunteering to 
marry for the financial consideration, while Jack 
Marvin appears as a reporter on the story. EUza- 
t>eth Brownwell Crandell also appears early in the 
play.

THE TRUTH ABOUT THE '^MOVIES/ 



When the "movie fad" grasped the public flrmly 
In Its entldng octopus claws, there simnltaiieonsly 
popped op all sorts of theories and speculations 

about the harm the7 irlll create to the eyes, to 
the hrslii, to the nervous system, and so on. This 
was some years ago. Doctors, opthalmoloelsts and 
"dabblers" In medical quesiloiis, theorized end 
Bpeculated, and some of them wrote treatises on 
the banetnl etTecta of "screen productions" on the 
eyes, "their tendency to cause ocular dlatnrbanccs" 
and other fanciful dissertations. 

Of course, to -the Inexperienced who Is ushered 
Into a dark theatre from & bright doyllcht and 
seated In a chalL* for which he has to feel nis way 
la the darkness, often with no little difficulty, 
objects on the screen, fllclcerlnK, jumping, and 
changlne In a ilaah-Uhe manner so raoldly— espe- 
cially when the operator Is In an Irritable mood, 
ell had a tendency on first thought to convey the 
Impression that the human eye Is necessarily ecb- 
jectcd to an ahoslTe treatment which it will un- 
doubtedly resent by Inviting eye troTib)e% head- 
aches and other unpleasant manlfejit^tlona. I well 
remember that I also entertained thM"1dea Bpm'c 
years ago, and was at first thought — after vIMung 
a "movie show," much concernea about the proba- 
bilities followluff constant visits to tbe "picture 
show." 

As the years rolled by, the morlng picture enter- 
prises have conduBlvely proved to a doubting pub- 
lic that from an educational point of view there Is 
nothing tlins far Id existence than cos successfully 
rival the camera and film. Countless scenes and 
sights that would ordinarily be denied to thoso 
of mediocre means, are now brought to their verv 
doors. And the "habit !" Show me a household 
where some member Is not onslous to get to tbi^ 

filcture show ! It Is universal now, and hns worked, 
ts way to the front despite certain prejudices and 
apparent obstacles. 

However, we cannot get away from the fact that 
there are certain people who win get nick after a 
Imovle performance. There la chd person who 
will solTer from giddiness, a senoe of reeling and 
a staggt'ring sensatloit Here la another fellow 
vbo will Bay : "Gee, this U great, bat truly my 
head pnms me and I II have to go.'' And there is 
a set of people who display nervous mantfeataMons 
after tho fifliow. Some of tlicm became naxisefttod 
rnd vomit. I know a woman who, after the "screen 
diow," win complain of a heavy sennatlon on top 
of her hend, while the perfonnance last?, and attT 
(iftten minutes or so of watching the Sim she w'li 
become nauseated and display all manifestations 
of sea slcknesa. She will vomit and then be nerv- 
ous for an hour or so, and then the symptoms 
graduaDy pass and she Is all right again tnml she 
visits a picture show once more. 

What docs that mean? Just let us think for a 
moment. Isn't It a fact that certain people cannot 
possibly ride on a street car without getting "sea- 
sick"? Tou know people who cannot, no matter 
how hard they try, ride on a swiftly moving train 
without being nauseated, dizzy and complain of 
headaches. These are facts. However, wnlle this 
Is true, by far the greater majority of people do 
ride on street cars and trains, and enjoy the 
"movies" without the slightest inconvenience. 
Those affected ore In the "great tiUncrttu." 

Now the question arises : '^hy should this be 
so?" "Why should some people be affected, and 



others not?" There la a reason. Those whoso 
eyes arc normal not auffer; those who have 
'-some form of ocular disturbance wUl be affected. 
For Instance: A person wltta healthy «yea can 
watch a parade, races, aeroplane cxhlUtlooa and 
masses of humanity appearing constantly and 
rapidly before his field of vlalon, and yet he will 
complain of no untoward manifestations. Again, 
a person who has astigmatism, near-sightedness, 
far-sightedness or other ocular abnormality may 
watch the same performance and sure enough, n 
train of symptoms will appear on the scene. The 
very same Individual may have his error or refrac- 
tion rectified by proper lenses, and his visual 
dlstnrtnnces will at once disappear. A young man 
recently complained to me that he gets "ses-alck" 
after a movie show. He was a perfect specimen of 
humanity — robust, alert and highly Intelligent. 1 
referred him to an oculist, who found that, while 
his right eye was normal, the left eye showed a 
marked degree of astigmatism. Proper glasses 
were prescribed. The results were Immediate and 
striking. The Olckerlng of the "movies" bothered 
him no longer, and be can cross high bridges and 
other elevations Quite well. This he could not do 
before. 

You see, therefore, that the "rapping" of movie 
ahows Is unjustlflad. I believe that going to a pic- 
ture show ojid finding that one perceives head- 
aches or other symptoms Is a splendid test of one's 
efflcleixy In reference to the visual apparatus or 
the nervous system.

The argument has been brought forth In certain 
quarters that movies cause eye strain because the 
constsnt closing and opening of the "shutter of 
the eye" Mrls) an.l the Incessant diange of focus, 
of necessity create that condition. Experience 
teaches that this Is not so. The accommodation 
of the human eye to focal differences is entirely 
different from a practical than from a theoretical 
point of view — especially In this Instance. The 
eye does not try to change Its focus to every flutter 
and jingle of Che screen any more than it tries 
to concentrate Its focal perspective on a particu- 
lar Individual In a rapidly moving crowd. It is 
true that while one point in the "focal field" is 
sharoest there are other Images In the same field, 
at an times, that arc distinctly out of focus. 

Wblle a diversity of opinion with reference to 
the harmlessness or bonernl Influence of "movies" 
waged some time ago, authorities at the present 
time are pretty much at level on the subject, and 
the verdict Is in favor of the "movie." One 
authority remarks : ''E&Ch individual ts a law unto 
himself, and he must determine whether his eyes 
can etend this kind of amusement To say that 
moving pictures are -universally harmful to all eyes 
Is certainly not correct, but that they are harmful 
to certain Individuals must be admittedly true." 

The public at large Is pretty much a competent 
judge In such matters. They soon would find out 
whether their health Is menaced by the movies 
or not. Judging by the constantly Increasing num- 
ber of "movie fans" and by the enormous advances 
In film Industry, we are pretty safe to conclude 
that the "movies" are a safe, sane and Instinctive 
form of amusement. 

This being the case we will just stroll to the 
■^Loop" to-night and take In a "movie show."

THEATRE TICKET QUESnON SETTLED. 



AFTER SEVERAL HEETINGS lUNAGERS DECIDE ON 
DEFINITE COURSE. 



That bugaboo of the theatrical manager, the 
theatre ticket problem, taken up by the The- 
atrical Managers' Association recently, has been 
gone over by the members of the association 
at several meetings, and the following state- 
ment has been issued by the committee: 

"So many conflicting and misleading rumors 
and statements have found their way to the 
newspapers during the last three weeks, while 
the managers of the high priced theatres in 
New York have been in conference to formu- 
late a business policy for the present theatrical 
season, that this committee, appointed by the 
Association of Managers, feels justified in 
making this statement of what has been done: 

"From the beginning the question of hotels 
and other ticket agencies has received just as 
much attention as the cut-rate tickets. The 
two questions have never been separated, the 
object of this association being to stop the 
confusion of prices on the lower^ end and to 
abolish and minimize ^he imposition of exor- 
bitant prices on the part of the agencies. The 
frankest and most amicable discussion has 
marked these conferences, which were attended 
by the Messrs. Selwyn, Cohan & Harris, the 
Shuberts. Klaw & Erlanger, William A. Bradj', 
C. B. Dillingham, A. H. Woods, Alf. Hayman, 
representing the Frohman estate; Benjamin 
Roeder, representing David Bclasco; a repre- 
sentative of the Henry B. Harris estate, John 
Cort, H. H. Frazee, Winthrop Ames, Edward 
TE. Lyons, A. H. Pincus, Lawrence Anhalt — 
in fact, the managers of all the $2 theatres in 
New York. 

"first: It was finally agreed by these mana- 
gers that hereafter there shall be no cut-rate 
tickets, nor any literature or advertisement 
published announcing that tickets can be pur- 
chased anywhere at less than the box oiSce 
price. This, however, does not preclude any 
manager who wishes to reduce his prices ' of 
admission or seats regularly at his box office 
from doing so, provided he sells them to the 
entire public at that price. ■ 

"Second: It was decided that there shall 
be no free list. 

"Third: The Tyson Company was selected 
as the distributor for the tickets usually al- 
lotted to the hotels and agencies, it being 
understood that the agencies now in existence 
shall get a certain allotment of tickets through 
the Tyson Company, and it is exacted in turn 
from the Tyson Company that it give a bond 
of $25,000 guaranteeing that no tickets shall be 
sold by it or any of its agencies for a sum of 
more than fifty cents in excess of _box_ office 
price, and any agency caught imposing in ex- 
. cess of this price shall forthwith be cut off 
,from the sale of tickets. On the other hand, 
the managers have bound themselves to each 
other to live up to their share of the contracts, 
and the managers' contract has. been made a 
part of the Tyson contract , 

"It was further decided that there shall be 
prominently and permanently displayed at 
every hotel agency where theatre tickets are 
sold, a sign calling the attention of the public 
to the fact that any tickets sold for more than 
fifty cents in excess of the Box office price by 
said hotel or agency is an imposition on the 
public, and calling upon the public to report 
such imposition. This sign shall further in- 
form the public that the salesmen or sales- 
women who handle these tiikets are there to 
assist the public in getting desirable seats for 



theatres, and are neither censors nor critics. 
They are forbidden to give their personal 
opinions of the merits or demerits of perform- 
ances or to u.se their influence to sell one the- 
atre's tickets to the exclusion of another. 

"This committee and the Association for 
whom it speaks now asks the public to co- 
operate with them in running down any case 
in which an imposition has been practiced or 
an exorbitant price charged.

To Introduce himself to the public as a play- 
wright Mas Marcln has given us In "Tbe House 
of Glass" one of the best plays New York has 
seen In many a day — a play strong In dramatic 
incident, of absorbing Interest dnd -with many 
int-jose moments. It Is well written, the story Is 
well told, the constructloa Is well nigh faultless, 
and every character Is drawn -with remarkable 
Cdcllty to nature. 

Tc attain this Mr. Marcln has avoided that sub- 
ject which so many of our present day dramatists 
deem necessary- in order to write a strong play— 
the sex problem — and has taken aa his basic prin- 
ciple "Innocence falsely accused." 

In his -HTitlng of this work the author has not 
cnly sliown that he has an intimate knowledge of 
men and affairs, but that ho also has a keen In- 
sight Into those things in life which appeal most 
t3 our sympathies ana hold onr Interest. Mr. Mar- 
cln lias graduated Into the playwright class from 
the reporters' school, and nls first work proves 
he has taken full advantage of his opportunities 
and learned his lessons well. 

Margaret Case, an eighteen year old stenog> 
tapher, meets James Burke, a chauffeur, and, aft«'' 
a two weeks' acquataitance, promises 'to be his wife. 
He presents her with a diamond engagement ring, 
and cautions her not to wear It. ^'hen the curt.atn 
rises on the first act, -Margaret is packing her 



trunk preparatory to gpin^ West with Aorke. They 
are to be married in Chicago, and then go to Cali- 
fornia. Ellen t>elleve9 that Burke has fallen heir 



to a large fortune, and when he jrlves her a 
$50,000 pearl necklace she thinks nothing strange 
o( it. While they arc packing there is a knock at 
the door, and Detective Carroll and bin asslatant, 
Crowley, enter, Carroll accuses Bnrke of burglar- 
izing the home of a wealthy New Yorker and mak- 
ing a haul of $100,000. As they "have the goods 
on him," Burke does not attempt to deny it. llar- 
garet Is first indignant, but when she realizes the 
truth she faints. The 'let.:ctives twlleve her to bo 
a confederate of Burke, and will not listen to 
thn latter's protest that Efhe's a respectable girl. 

In court Margaret's engagement ring is dis- 
covered to be part of Burke's "loot," and the girl 
Is railroaded to prison for three years. At the end 
of a year and a half she Is paroled on condition 
tha-t she report once a month to "headquarters," 
but she Jomps her parole and goes West, locating 
in Kansas City. 

Here she becomes stenographer in a rsUroad of- 
fice and meets Harvey like, who holds a minor 
executive position. They (all in love and many, 
and the second act shows them. el{tbt years att?'- 
Margaret left New York, In their beautRul Kansas 
City home. Lake has steadily advanced until he- 
has become general manager of the road. His wife 
(Margaret) is active la social affairs and charita- 
ble work, her chief hobby belne the uplifting of 
cnmlccla. 

Tyake's fame as a railroad man reaches New 
lork, and his services are sought for a big Eastern 
railroad by Judaon Atwood, a financier, and Ed- 
ward McITIellan, attorney for the road. Lake does 
not Avant to go (or seallmental reasons, but finally 
accept! the position offered:. 

Meanwhile Margaret has discovered that At- 
-wood's chauffeur Is James Burke. He recognizes 
her and warns her not to go to New <S-ork, as 
CsrroU has sworn to "get her" if she ever enters 
the State. 

The TiSkes move to New York, and Act 3 shows 
them in their metropolitan home. Lake has been 
wonderfully successful, and the Board of Directors 
have not only voted him an Increase in salary, but 
given him a bonus of $50,000. They also are 
bringing Infiuence to bear on him to 'Het np" on 
a young fellow named Jackson, who has stolen 
some of the company's money. 

Lake is obdurate to all threats and entreaties, 
and Carroll, who arrests Jackson, comes to thank 
Lake. The detective recognizes Mrs. Lske as 
Margaret, and Is going to arrest her. Governor 
Patterson, o( New York, has become interested in 
the Jackson boy and visits Lake in his behalf. 
Lake agrees not to prosecute the young man and 
asks the Governor to pardon Margaret, which tbe 
Governor promises to do, and the curtain falls 
-with Mrs.'iV&ke in her. husband's arms. 

This is the story, and It is told with a ccn- 
tinulty of incident and seanentlal action that 
shows as a result ^s fine a piece of dramatic coa- 
structlon, up to the end of the third act, as one 
can expect to see. Each successive scene is the 
itatural outgrowth of the one directly preceding 
It. and. every entrance and exit is an exempliflca- 
tli>n ot action In real life. The scene toward the 
end of Act 3, la -irhich CarroiU and Margaret 
recognize each other. Is one of the most tense that 



has ever been staged, and for dramatic porposeq. 
it should have been the climax of the act. 
■ The fourth act is a. little drawn out. In this 
tile author has shown his only Indirect and In- 
decisive writing. He Is too lone In reaching the 
looked for cMmax, -which Is only reached in too 
coundabout a way. The Introduction of the Gov- 
ernor, of New York detracts from the work. He 
and his acts should be spoken of but he should 
not be seen In Tierson. 

The company selected by Messrs. Ccflian & Harris 
Is composca of players ot exceptional ability. 

Mary Hyan has never played a more exaptln; 
rols than Margaret Case, and has never done bet- 
ter -work. The role calls for almost the entire 
gamut of human emotions, and this clever actress 
met all the demands made noon her. 

Ada Gllpian -was delightful In the character bit 
of Mrs. Brandt, and Franic M. Thomas ^vas con- 
linclng as James Burke. 

Thomas Flndlay was capital as CarroU, and 
James C. Mailowe made much of his comedy bit of 
Crowley. 

Frederick Burt was maniy and forceful as Har- 
vey Lake. Harry C. Browne did excellent work as 
Edward McClellan, and WllUam Walcott was good 
as Judson Atwood.

Be 
that as It may, with all- due respect to "I,ady Aud- 
ley s better half and numerous other fictional' hus- 
bands who returned supposedly from the grave to 
find their -wives macrled to other mm, tha ' sub- 
ject In this instance has been treated at least In 
an up-to-date, Qiougb somewhat iurld, manner, con- 
slstent at least with conventional movie stand- 
ards. 

Here's the plot: Three men are engaged in a 
stock brokerage business. Their financial oifalrs 
-become badly tangled and, needing money,- they 
decide to draw lots to see wlilch. wfll kill -himself, 
thereby securing for the survivors snfDcient in- 
miranee money to tide over the otber two. 

Through the crooked dealing of two of the part- 
ners, tbe third Is designated as the "fall guy.^'

Besides her gifts of pudcbrltude, UIbs Dawn erl- 
dences genuine ability as an actress, never orer- 
plaTlng and eiwaya avoiding the aclt-coosdoasness 
that so often mars the histrionic endeavors of 
most good loolclDg players of the feminine gender. 

There is much to commend in the film In addi- 
tion to the above mentioned. For Inotance, take 
the work of Irene Uowley. Uere Is an artiste 
who makes an emotional role absolutely con- 
vincing, and whose gift of repose Is a delight to 
die eye. She ia Just as much at home ui the 
lighter moments of the picture play as she Is In 
the situations requiring strong dramatic ability.

If 
tbey ivere singing a certain soog In a certain clLj 
and tbe song was a big bit In that cdty, that tbey 
wanted new songs to sing when they were booked 
"out of town." 

From my experience that dope Is all wrong, and 
I tblnlc It is up to <me to tell of an Incident that 
I actually saw happen in the Professional Depart- 
ment of one of the biggest popular pnbllsbers In 
New York. 

Here's what actually happened : 

Knters singer In a harry : Here's tlie "spiel" 
lie mokes to the Professional Manager: 

"Sv, Pal, I Just got booked over the ■ 
Clrsult. I open In Norfolk next week : I've got to 
, have some new stuff ; I can't sine tbe same ma- 
terial tbat I am using in New Tork." 

'Fhe professional manager natnrally took blm to 
tbo piano room and bad blm taogbt new material. - 

From where I stood I could easily see tbat tbe 
performer in question was all wrong. He really 
should have song the song that he was singing in 
New Tork on his out of town tour, because tbe 
chnnces are tbat wblle the songs be was singing 
Ttere Ug JiUa In New Tork, they were still new. or 
quite new in the territory be was about to work, 
and b«;ing away up in bis repertoire. It struck me 
that it was unwise for blm to want new stuff. Tbe 
old BOUTS were really what he abould sing on tbe 
road. 

Fersonally. I tblnk it Is a great mistake for per- 
formers to change their stuff Just because tbey are 
leaving New York or Chicago to work smaller 
towns. Tbe real reason that tbey are booked from 
tbo bip citiet Is because the booking agents know 
they are up in material which tbe smaller towns 
ere anxious to bear, and tbe cbances are tbat If 
he sings the new stuff the act will not be as big a 
hit In xorfolfc as It would have been If he stack to 
th material he was singing In tbe bip ciiv. 

Of. course. It Is a good idea for every act to be 
equipped with additional material for more tbnn 
one reason — it sometimes happens tbat there Is 
another act on the bill wbo gets in with one of 
your songs before yon. In that event yon should 
be prepared to slip in another good song. But my 
advice to you is. keep your act Intact when you 
CO on the road, even If the publishers do try to 
get you to put In a lot of new stuff. It Is all 
right to have it, and be prepared with It, but stick 
to your big eitv act when you go on tlie road. 

try It and see whether my dope on this ptopo- 
dUon last right.

SHOULD consms makry? 



' ThU article waa prompted by a letter I lecentlj 
received from a reader ot IBB Clipper. Tbe 
TOQDE man Is a memter of a well known family 
of artlsta and dexperately In love, he avows, with 
hU charming cnuslo, woo . also baa been on the 
r.tage «lnre early childhood. She also has been 
decidedly strurk by Cupid's dart. Here la tbe 
peculiar situation. The parents of both parties 
concerned are also people of the stage, and very 
mncb prejudiced against tbe Inter-marrlage ' of 
their children. The hardship, of . course, ' ir great, 
as one can well Imagine, where obstacles are 
placed In the way of the lovelorn. The desire to 
conquer Is enhanced. ' They arbitrated. I was ap^ 
pointed arbltrator~ln-chlef, and was given to un- 
derstand that upon my decision hinged the whole 
situation. My word, they Insisted, would t>e law 
— from wblrh neither party wonld digress. It waa 
to be final. - 

Ton can readllv see that my position was. not a 
simple one — to decide one way oi another, on a 
question that has been so much dlscuesed In lay 
and professional circles and in view of flrmly 
^rooted beliefs of pro and con. Ton know the 
old adage : "If everything goes well, God bless- the 
doctor: If something goes wrong — well, you know 
tbe rest." However. I was to give a deflnlte 
answer. No mediocre or elaslve reply, would 
count. It either means yet or no. 

The tiext evening I found myself In my library, 
dlgElDg and fussing among tbe labors of moder-i 
and older contributors to medical literature. Ot 
course tbe conclusions reached by tbe varlons writ- 
erp have In a sense b^n Influenced by the trend of 
contemporary thought. I was anything but clear 
on tbe matter after a conple of hours of study. 
Before me Ilea now the opinion of Prof. Kraus, of 
Berlin, who in his introduction, before dlscnsslDg 
the question, saj-s : "Tbe question as to - the In- 

itirlousness of varrlnge between blood <;,reIatlons 
laa already prodused a very extensive literature. 
Uy far the greater number of authors locltne'to 
the opinion that such marriages are harmful and 
seek to prove Its correctness by tbe frequent occur- 
rence of predisposition to disease and of 'disease 

Srnper among the descendairta of blood relations, 
thera again attempt to establish as probable ex- 
actl.v the opposite of tbis, or they make so many 
rosc-vatlons that tbe absence of outside blood, as 
tbe exclusive cause of organic degeneration In the 
ofTsprlng la divested of all special fiignlflcance. 
Notolng would be easier than to quote here a large 
number of contrasting views, and tbe most careful 
observers agree In declaring -the question aa hy so 
means finally solved." 

Thus spoke one of the recognized authorities on 
the subject Just a very few years ago. 

Let me look over later works. Has the pen- 
dulum, perhaps, swung? Has there perhaps been 
statl.<itlca1 compilations that would help me ont? 
We shall see directb'. 

There are certain races where consanguinity 
has been practised since the time immemorial. 
Has It hurt any? NO. Not a bit. During his 
course, of history, extending over a hundred gen- 
erations, the Jew received from bis In-and-ln 
breeding policy more good than barm. At tbe 



worst he may be said to have .beeoide a markedly 
9zed type with a striking hereditary intensity. 
Now take the English, for ' Instance. ' On' account 
of ita insular poaltlon .England la cut . off from tho 
rest of the world. The last serious invasion tdok 

Slace eight hundred- years agO: Since then only a 
ew thousand Netherland and Huguenots (there- 
fore kindred blood) have been added, ond the 
result? lOscPllent The same thing holds true 
with reference to Japan. And they represent. It 
most be admitted, the most Important nation 
among the Mongolians. 

There are tribes among uncivilized nations which 
live as yet la continuous consanguinity. The Badu- 
wls^ omong the Soudanese : tbe Bataks, of Suma- 
tra, and tho Arabs, for instance. Although the 
small nnmber of- inhabitants in the Interior vll- 
lagea of the Badnwls, which consists of no more 
than forty households, have propagated themselves 
for 400 years by means of the closest consanguin- 
ity, they are said to form a very iwwerfal race. 
Kniseman says that no deformed or inflnn are to 
be .leen among them. They are frank and loyal. 
In' the Indian Archipelago the Bataks form- a simi- 
lar example.- The Arabs have married cousins for 
many -centuries past and no 111 effects arc to be 
observed as a direct result. of such marriages. 

The late scientist, Charles Darwin, stated : ■ "I 
hope to show, in a. future work, that consanguinity 
by itself countt for notMng." And a recent anthor- 
Itr. . 1>rof. .J.' Arthur Thomsen, of Aberdeen, con- 
Bldem that- "the Idea that there can be anv objec- 
tion to the marriage of' two healthy cousins who 
happen to fall in love -with each other is prepos- 
lerons." 

'Dr. ' Nattleshlp has' given this matter much 
thought and study, and to qnote: "That con- 
eanguinity. repeated through many generations, is 
compatible wirb the maintenance of a high stand- 
ard- of health and vl£or (mental and bodily) is 
demonstrated by well anown Instances. * ' * *" 

'So- yoa see thos far the majority of ' anthers 
rather favor such marriages, 'instead of discourag- 
ing them. So then, to sum up, the minds of. men 
high in the profession lead to'ward a positive 
answer. 

This morning I called on the phone one of tbe 
leading neurologists «f this city. He Is a dear 
friend of mine and I have great respect and ad- 
miration for him. I . asked his opinion on the 
matter. ' He esid : "In 'my experience of over 
tbirty-four years I have never seen any ill results 
from the marriage of cousins — in ;f act, the off- 
spring has been normal, worthy specimens of the 
hnman family. However, I would say that the' 
family tree must be normal and free- from heredi- 
tary taint before such marriages are contracted." 

In other words, there Is absolutely no objection 
to the inter-marrlage of cousins, but one must 
investigate both sides of the ancestry and discover 
if there is any pre-dlsposltlon to tuberculosis, 
cancer or other serious diseases. 

As Dr. Nettlesbtp says : "I think, - therefore, 
we may conclude - that marriages between • conslns 
are as eate from the eugenic point of view- as any 
other marriages, provided the parents and stock 
are sound."

After these fall.- I operate: I wonld 
advise you to have your physician prescribe 
for you first, and if no results are obtained, 
then snt>Ject yourself to a anrglcal procedure. Tho 
editor of 77>« American Journal of Surgery leeeat- 
ly remarked :-"Do not be hasty In urging operation 
for exopbtholmlc goitre. Even bad cases somi.^ 
times recover completely 'under conservative treat- 
ment." This advice comes from an excellent sur- 
geon. Good surgeons are always conservative. I 
therefore advise yon to take a coarse of medical 
treatment first. Of course this may 'fall. ■ You 
wlU thca have the natlBtactlon at least 'of knoiv- 
Ing that you have tried other means first.

Thompson was a unique figure in the amuse- 
ment world, and it is to his genius that Coney 
Island is the Coney Island it is. It was Luna 
Park, the creation of Frederic Thompson, 
that changed that "city-by-thc-sea" from a 
resort of rowdies to a place that appealed to 
the best people of the land, and a resort for 
women and children — an endless fairyland for 
the little folk and a place of relaxation for the 
workaday v.-orld in general.- • 

This creation; of Thompson's won a world- 
wide fame. It was copied all over the United 
States and found its way to England and 
Continental Europe. It was the most copied 
amusement creation the world ever knew, and 
it is little wonder that its creator should now 
be rewarded at a time .when he needs it — for 
who is there' to say he d^erves it not? 

Frederic Thompson is; broke (to use the ver- 
nacular).

"An actor who accomplishes what Mr. Cum- 
mlngs 'accomplished in thU death-defying scene 
should not be subjected to the criticism tliat his 
daring deed was the result of trickery and 'stop- 
camera* work.

' "The motion picture business la too important 
and extensive an Industry to need to reply to un- 
known critics — unknown In the sense that they 
are not suflldently Informed to pose as critics of 
an establlflhed' trade factor, but, at the same time, 
It Is difficult to pass without comment a recent 
article In The Baturdau Evening Pott, the writer 
of which sought to relate how free from danger 
are dare-devil deeds In pictures, and to plant the 
thought that trick photography Is the root of all 
evU and the backbone of all daring. 

"In obtaining certain effects of "llehtlng," the 
camera Is, at times, used differently. But toe gen- 
eral and continual use of the camera to trick the 
'action,' as described by the'^rlter in Saturday 
Ertning Pott, is more Imaginative than practical. 

*\At the American studios, in Santa Barbara, 
vc are Just completing the most 'thrill filled' pic- 
ture ever produced — 'The Diamond From the Sky.' 
In It there is the complete gamut of intense ex- 
citement. Each thrill Is genuinely so acted oat by 
real people without subterfuge or recourse to trick 
photography. - 

"I nave round, in my producing experience, that 
a trick can never equal a reality or a deceit mock 
the trnth. And, further, trickery la expensive. In 
making pictures it Is an economy to tell the truth, 
and that is a good axiom for anv business. Trick- 
ery is expensive ; first, because it requires delicate 
camera mechanism and the time of the camera 
man, during whose special trick efforts the actors 
and actresses are Idle.

an Immediate and well deserved comeback on the 
Biannfactnrcr. And It does, not take long for an 
erfalbltor to discover the deceptions, as bis eye. 
trained to the screen, is a qoick-actlng sleuth. 
. "When a picture deceives the exhlDltor It also 
deceives his patrons, and no man In a legitimate 
Business is willing that his clients, upon wbom he 
telles for his bread and butter, shall have any 
■ervlce through him except the t>eat and most 

r liable. 
"The writer in The Saturday Evening Pott 
takes a scene in 'The Diamond from the Sky' to 
Qlustrate his 'expose.' Not satisfied with citing a 
icene of which tie knows nothing, his misplaced 
confidence lures him further into an explanation 

fhow it was accomplished. 
"His explanation Is lengthy, as most inaccurate 
«ncs are. The scene is that one in which Irving 
Cummln;;9 is shown racing across the track in 
front of a speeding locomotive. Several paragraphs 
Be devoted by the writer In- telling how, by doiible 
printing, et c'ptero, the miracle of escaped death 
fr pictured on the screen. , 

TC."l can explain It accurately la two words — it 
iLappened. There was no double printing nor any 
tCickery, and the camera man did not stand on 
Us head, nor did either the racing car or the 
locomotive pose on the track. Personally. I am 
glad this writer chose this incident, for otherwise 
some Interesting facts regarding it might have 
Escaped publication. 

"OIBcials of a certain Western railroad can 
testify to the tact that the scene was actually 
tnken as it is shown on the screen, for the scare 

flven one of its employees by the ride across the 
rant of the speeding locomotive was such that it 
was necessary to relieve him from duty when the 
train pulled Into the next station. 
; "Mr. Cummlngs first appeared on the train en- 
gineer's horizon about one-qnarter of a mile from 
tbe crossing which is the climax of a mad race. 
The engineer whistled a warning. Mr. Cummlngs 
answered, giving the engineer the impression' that 
lie wonid' drive his anto np over a nearby hill 
along a road branching off and away from the 
crossing-. 

"Naturally, the engineer — confident of his In- 
tentloe — pot on mbre' steam. And so did Mr. Cum- 
mloxs. Quick as a flash, the auto sped onto the 
track.' crossed' right tnder the headlight, careened 
off the track; -swerved, righted itself and down 
•the rond It went out of the scene.

John R. Freuler. president of th> Mutual Film 
Corporation. In an Interview given out this week, 
dUcuRses this problem for tbe exhibitor. 

"The same principles are Involved whether you 
are getting five cents and want ten, or whether 
yon are getting ten and want fifteen cents, or an 
Increase in any similar ratio," remarked Mr. 
Freuler. 

"It has been the too common experience that 
attempts to Increase admission prices have led to 
trouble and loss of business. 

"The vtval way In which exhibitors have started 



to raise prices Is the wrong way. Tbe competing 
exhibitors meet and decide to put np tbe price, 
say from. 5 cents to 10 cents, agreeing to start It 
at the sr. me time. ' Then along come the people, 
Inany of them with ohiy a nickel in their pockets, 
and patronage Is lost, patrons embarrassed or maoc 
unhappy. What happens next Is that tbe ex- 
hibitor with tbe biggost streak of yellow in him, 
seeing a nickel or two escaping, rushes out to tecr 
down hia 10 cent admission sign, puttlnc. up a big 
C cent sign. The agreement is all shot to pieces 
and the business is upset for everybody, or else the 
people, discovering the Increased price, put op a 
little boycott of melr own. and quit, going to tbe 
picture shows. 

"Now, the way arour.d all this sort of trouble Is 
to take the public into your confldeirce In every 
change of policy. Also, I believe la each exhibitor 
deciding on his policy for himself. Independently 
of' agreements with con^>etItors and that sort of 
thlcg. 

"So much a4>out the wrong way — let's talk about 
the right way to raise the price of admission. 

"The flrst move should be to get a big si>eclal 
feature, for example, one of the Blalto star fea- 
tures, like Ivy Troutma-n in 'The House With No- 
body In Itj* or one of the trig American throe 
reclera or "The Pool Sharks,' a Goumont one reel 
comedy, featuring W. C. iFlelds of the Zlegfcid 
1015 Follies, a man that New Yorkers are paying 
$2 to see in New Tork. Book it and advertise It 
big. Make a lot of noise about the expensive na- 
ture of the film, how you are spending a lot of 
money to get the hlKhest class entertainment pos- 
sible. Shout atMUt the quality. Then for this par- 
ticular show, probably on Sunday, make the price 
ten cents. Then for the next Sunday announce 
another big feature, a bigger one It you can get It, 
and again make tbe admission ten cents. 

"It la of the utmost Importance that you make 
patrons feel that they are Retting a lot for their 
moi)ey. Show them the goods, prove that you have 
the goods and then they will be willing to pay 
for the goods. .Ton can't Just raise the price with- 
out any preparation and get away wltn It You 
mast create the Impression you ore spending a 
lot more to entertain your patrons. After you have 
done this for three or four Sundays you will have 
the habit of paying a dime to see your show fairly 
well established. > 

"Remember wben you raise your price of admis- 
sion you have to give' the public a better reason 
tbnn merely you want tbe money. You must give 
your patrons a show that makes them want to 
spend the Increased admission to see it."

York, were destroyed by a disastrous conflagration. 
i>fi.turday evening, Sept. 11. Tlie fire started In 
u mercautUe cnncera oa the tblrd 9oor of the 
Uve story slnicture. Aa employee of the Inde^ 
pudent Braid Co. is said to save discovered the 
lii'St Indication of Uie terrlJc holocaust that fol- 
lowed, at 0.5T> p. Saturday. An alarm xta.3 
Jnimedlately turned In. ami on the arrival of tJae 
fire comiianlcs reopoiidlus, n-nK succeeded by a 
bMond alarm. Before tUc lire traa placed under 
control three more alarms brought over one hun- 
dred pieces of hre apparatus. 

At one time i^o less than thirty streams of water 
-were placed slmultoaeouiilT on the burning studio 
building, and consldcra'oo trouble was caused 
Uhrougb the bursting of liro liosc. Tnls Impeded 
the work of the firemen, and iraa the Immollate 
cause cf one flrc-flghter suilerlng what may re- 
KUlt In ifatal Injuries. 

Wm. FrcderlcKB, engineer of En«lne Co. No. 8, 
was the uofortunatc lire laddie In qaestloD. 

Stahdlng near his engine, that -was pumping 
-water at a mile a minute rate, Fredericks wa^ 
knocked against the brick wall of a Twenty-sixth 
Street building when the hose attached to a near- 
by engine burst. At the same time the hose of 
Frederick's engine burst, and several' bystanders 
were knocked down and slightly Injured by the 
force of the rushing "water. 

Fredericks -n-as removed to Bellevue, and on 
arrival was found to have a fractured skull, ^s 
condition was reported.

Gas fumes, resulting from celluloid combustion, 
also resulted In several firemen having to quit for 
a time. DucCfo the bad hose,- the big crowd and 
numerous Injifflcs. the flrojion had a hard tlioe of 
it generally. ' The poHce, one hundred strong, 
under the supcrvl<iloa oS Deputy Comalsslonfr 
Durham, had a dlfllcult j.->b In keeping the crowds 
In check.

That she quit at six 
o'clock promtptly. and left the building with the 
other members of the comp.tny is something that 
the little screen favorite will always- have to feel 
thankful for In addition to recelvmg the largest 
salary ever paid a picture actress. 

Three thousand dollars worth of costumes. In- 
tended for a forthcoming Russian production that 
was to go Into rehearsal under the direction of 
James Durktn, were totally destroyed. 

Several of the Famous Playera employees had 
narrow escapes. Geo. Meyers, head of the labora^ 
tory, was caught by the flames, and with three, 
assistants managed to escape In the knick of time. 

Meyers suffered severely from the large amouitt 
of smoke he Inhaled, but by Monday was In good 
bhape again.

MOnON PICTUKE BOARD OF TRADE 
Wia FIGHT FOR REEDED REFORMS. 

'According to the plan formulated at the meet- 
ing held tn the Hotel MioAlpin, Thursday, Sept. 9, 
a charter of Incorporation will be presented to the 
Secretary of New York .State for his approval and 
signature tl'ls ^keek, embracing the alms, ambitions 
and desirea of a new motion picture organization. 

The proposed organization will be known as the 
Motion Picture Bo.-ird of Trade, and will have for 
Its chief object the curbing nnd at>olltlon. if possi- 
ble, of State. City and Federal censorship. 

The AL P. Board of Trade propose to fight 
hostile legislation, endeavor to secure equitable 
laws governing tbe film business In all States, and 
further purposes to make test cases through proper 
legal procedure of ticklish censorship decisions. 

An Important feature will be the inauguration of 
publlolty campaigns in New York, New Jensey, 
Rhode IBland, Kentucky. LouialAna. Maryland, Ml>- 
elbslppl, Georgia, South Carolina, Virginia and 
Uassacbusetts. 

These publicity broadsides will be fired when 
th« legislatures are in session In. the above men- 
tioned States. 
• Tbe new board also has Its eye on the oxpoa- 
Hon game which so far has been easy money for 
the exhibitors. Next year wlU probably see the 
annual M. P. exposition conducted under the 
auspices of the Board of Trade. 

How the M. P. Exhibitors' League will take 
this Is a subject worthy of nmaiaeratlon. 

Other fields ia which the Board at Trade pro- 
I>c«es to be active are the sccuHng of better r3.ll- 
I'cad rotes, and the recasting of insurance and 
fixe laws governing films. 

The dues range from one dollar to tSOO, and the 
six classes of membership embrace manufacturers, 
supply dealers, publishers of trade papers, selling 
exchanges, exhibitors, and a miscellaneous class 
which win Include directors, acton), writers and 
employees in cvory^ranch of the business.

"Destiny," original In the sense that It was not 
adapted from a t>ook or stage play, emphasizes the 
fact quite forcibly that the time l£ rapidly ap- 
•proachlng when tne screen will have a Uteratare 
of Its own, aud will not depend on adaptations 
for its more ambitious and dignified productions. 

Particularly in the plctnrlzatlon of the allegory 
involved In the telling of the story has the ^lirector 
excelled. The camera man also soould come In for 
a word of praise In this relation, as he has done 
his work exceedingly well. 

There have been countless stories placed on the 
screen to date which brought forth somewhat the 
eamc situations, with attendant allegorical effects, 
but "Destiny" surpasses them all to such an ex- 
tmt that comparison would be fatuous. From 
single reelers to long drawn out six part moral ser- 
mons wc have had- In the past innumerable stories 
«f" similar tbcme more or less Indilferently done, 
but' Messrs. Kelly and Carewe have tamed ont a 
Eenuloe "masterpiece" that fulfllis the real mean- 
ing of the word. 

"Destiny" should serve as a comparative stand- 
ard for a long time to come, but then the piccnre 
^^me moves swiftly, and possibly the creators of 
this Metro proocctlon will, tn a futare work, sur- 
pass their Initial effort. 

The manner In which the picture Is titled, and 
the evidence of "screen tecbniqno" shown by the 
director are worthy of special mention. The tale- 
Is developed with a fine regard for continuity' ond 
never becomes incoherent. In fact, the clarity of 
the visualized narrative is one' of ita strongest 
points, with due regard for Its wealth of corre.'^ 
detaU. the grip of Its story and the beauty of Ita 
epectacu'ar effects. . . 

In the acting department the individual and 
ensemble efforts of the players are quite consistent 
with the high standard of the production in the 
above mentioned relations.

Paul ArmatrODir. tbe playwrlKbt, died suddenly 
Aug. 30 from Iieart disease at his borne, 829 Fark 
ATenae, this city. He had not been In good health 
lor • long time. Two months ago he returned to 
Neir Tork from Baltimore, where he had sjieDt a 
month and a halt In the Jobna Hopkins BoepUAl, 
being treated for enlargement of the heart, while 
he apparently seemed much better, It was known 
that be was far from well, and his death was not 
unexpected. 

Mr. Armstrong was bom near St. Joseph, Mo., 
and was forty-seven years old. After trying a 
number of vocations be turned to Joamallsm ana 
became a reporter on The CMcago xecord-Benid. 
Ho did general reporting for some ttme, and then 
became a writer on sporting topics, under the 
tiom ie plume of "Right Cross," and wrote the 
accounts of a number of championship battles aa 
well a» baseball. , . . 

In 1904 ho cave up newspaper work and wrote 
a nmnher of iketches and plays, but was uneuc- 
cMaful until Willis Sweatnam appeared In, us 
vandevUIe sketch, "Blue Qrasa" His flrrfc^^c- 
ceHfnl ptay was •The Heir to the Hoorah,' -inilch 
was produced by the -late Klrko La Shelle. : Then 
faUowed "Salomy Jane," In which Eleanor RODSon 
was starred. Mr. Armstrong had the assistance 
of other writers in manr of his plays ; notable 
among these were Wlncbdl Smith, Bex Beach and 
Wilson Mister. He was unusually successful, ar.o 
many of his plays enjoyed lOng runs. Starting 
with 1907, there was seldom a season that one oi 
his plays was not running at a Nev Tork Ihratre. 
In January, 190T, "Salomy Jane" was produced, 
and during 1906 "Society and the Bulldog' was 
given at oaly'a Theotre, "Via Wlrdesa" ot the 
LH>erty and "Blue Grass" at the Malesilo. In 
lOOU, 'Uolnir Some" was put on at the Belasco 
during April; "Alias Jimmy Valentine" was glvon 
at WaHacts tat January, 1010; "The Greyhound" 
was successful at the Astor Theatre In March, 
1011, and "The Escape'' appeared at the Lyric 
Theatre In September, 1913. During the same 
month his one act comedy, "Woman Proposes," 
was acted at Seltb's Union Square Theatre. In 
Sept>!ml>er, 1914. "Tbe Bludgeon" was produced 
at the Mazlne Elliott Theatre. 

Mr. Armstrong was married to Kella Abel In 
London In IS90, who divorced him In December, 
1913. Their children were Anabel, MyreU end 
Elizabeth Armstrong, all of whom survive their 
father. Ten days after his first wife received b«r 
final decree he married Kittle Cossldv, who was 
the leading woman of several of hla plays, Includ- 
ing "The Deep Purple/' "A Bomance of tne 
Underworld" and "The £scape." under tne stage 
name of Catherine Calvert. Mrs. Catherine C. 
Annstiong and their infant son survive htm. 

The funeral took place Wednesday morolng.'-j 
Sept. 1, from his late home. The body was cre^/^. 
mated In accordance with his wish. 



Jomea R. Adams. 

James B. Adams, the well known old time circus 
dowu, brother of the famous Geo. A. Adams, died 
in this dty, Aug. SO, after a Ungering Illness. 

Str. Adams was bom In Kent. Eng., Jan. 28, 
ISTiC. At an early age be was apprenticed to 
Ethardo, a prominent circus man in England, with 
whom he served seven years. 

In 1870 he came to America. On the passage 
over he met a soap manufacturer of Lynn, Mass., 
and Mr. Adams subsequently entered his employ. 

About 1875 Adams Joined the W. W. -Cole Cir- 
cus in a minor capacity ; later appearing as clown 
In tbe place of hla brother George. He coi>tlnued 
with the dTcus for several seasons. At tbe con- 
cluslcD ot the Cole engagement he went to Havana 
with the Orrin Bros. 

Srason of 1881 he oecome a member of Oea H. 
Adams' "Humpty I>umpty" Co., under the manape- 
ment ot the late Adam Forepaugb. La*er he 
starred In his orwn production '"A Crazy Lot." 

Mr. Adams was connected with Thompson & 
Uundy, at Luna Fark, Coney Island, aim with thnt 
firm at tbe Colonial Theatre, Now York, where he 
was engaged as assistant stage manager under 
Edward PT Temple. 

He was a member of the Uippodrvme companv, 
this cityi tnom the opening, April 12, lOOS, until It 
c«ased to be used for spect.ionlar productions. 

Mr. Adams was married In December. 1891 to 
liedky Ttylor, an English actress.

HOT WEATHER AND THE THEATRE. HOFFATT LEAVES GAIETY. 



HEAT CLOSES FOUR SHOWS FOR A 
WEEK ABTD FOUR PRODUCTIONS 
ARE POSTPONED. . 



For the first time in the history of New 
York theatricals the hot weather closed four 
theatres, housing accredited successes, in mid- 
September, and caused the postponement of 
four productions scheduled to open during the 
week ending Sept 18. 

May Irwin considered Wednesday, 15, too 
hot for a matinee, and forthwith omitted the 
afternoon performance on that date. She gave 
the evening performance of "33 Washington 
Square," but at its conclusion called the en- 
gagement off till Thursday, Sept. 23. "Just 
Boys," at the Comedy, and "Our ChUdren," at 
Maxine Elliott's Theatre, also closed, both 
houses being dark Wednesday night, to remain 
so till Thursday of this week. • Daly's, playing 
stock burlesque, was the fourth theatre to 
dose, and will wait for cool weather to re- 
open. 

At the theatres remaining open the mana- 
gers determined to brave the weather and, 
while the attendance was greatly lessened, 
they endeavored to maintain a cheerful mein 
they were far from feeling. 

The theatres which the heat prevented from 
opening on the dates advertised were the play 
of the oft-changed title, now called "Husband 
and Wife," at the Forty-eighth Street; "Two 
Is Company," at the Lyric; "Stolen Orders," 
at the Manhattan Opera House, and Ned Way- 
burn's "Town Topics," at the Century, billed 
for openings SepL 15, 16, 17 and 18, respec- 
tively,. but now promised for the current week. 

There is no question that our theatres, every 
sea.=;on, are opened for the Fall and Winter 
before the show-going public is in a hanker- 
ing mood for indoor shows, but never before 
has the New York producing manager been so 
hard hit b.v the weather man as he /has this 
season, and September, 1915, will be a month 
which will linger long in the managerial ftiem- 
ory. /

SECRET OF PROCTOR'S SUCCESS. 

The following from -ye F. F. Proctor ofUces. Is 
given as the basic cause ot the Proctor snccesa : 

"There Is no question tbat the present aston- 
Ishlug development In the exhibition of motion 
pictures Is due greatly to that much abused term, 
called "chorwmansbln. Time was when the show,

"The very first theatrical manager to use mneb' 
discernment In the exhibition of picture plays WU- 
Frederick F. Proi-tor. who now conducts a fMt 
chain ot play'iiouses (tn'enty-fire lu number)', tile 
mosc of which are within a few miles of Hgw 
York, and In all of which (he photoplay is fetr 
tured. 

".\s fnr back as 1000 Mr. Proctor was impressed 
with tbe importance of the new art. At that 
time it was still in tbe primitive sta^; la fact. It 
bad Just been discovered tbat stories of ilctloa and 
fact could bo visualized In sequence on the screen. 
In that year the Proctor house on Wost Twenty- 
third Street bifJn to lely almost entirely on film 
releases of the best available grade.

Beginning Monday, UepL 2U, 
tbe scale of prices read: All of the family circle, 
llftr cents : all of the balcony. 91 ; the orchestra, 
$1.50 and $2. These priceii will be adTertlsed and 
the tickets so mArked. 

Mr. Shbberfs policy really la an indorsement, 
althoagb in new form, ot tbe announcement Issued 
by Oracc Qeorge, who will appear In and direct the 
Playhouse this seosoo, beginning on Sept. Ito in 
"The New York Idea." 

Miss •George, when Interviewed, thus expressed 
herself. "At tbe Now Theatre, aod for years o-t 
the iMetropolltan Opera Boose, where the eystem 
■till U la operation, certain 'populmr- nights met 
with quick and earnest response on the part of 
tbe ptAllc No mattrr what hAppened In the mAt- 
ter .of attendaLce at tbe regular performances, 
tliese 'popular' nights Invariably drew thronged 
houses, and, moreover, these crowds were the peo- 
ple who go out ot love for the theatre and not 'as 
a fuIOllmeat of Mclal duties or to be 'among those 
present.' _ 

"Uy exrangement, which goes Into effect with 
the opening of the Playhouse on Sept. -28, Is to 
establish a certain schedule of charges for the 
early nights of each week and the Wedaesday mati- 
nees, excepting the prenWeres, expressly designed to 
iLeel the requirements of those who fln«l the regu- 
lar scale difficult.

"It Is designed further that a choice of seats 
at these popular rates shall be available to mem- 
tiers of the Drama League, dramatic socletlea and 
other hodles directly lt>tere3ted In the Stage. 

"And a nomber of seats In every row In the 
Playhouse will be held In the box office for the 
direct pnrcbase of patrons. There will be no such 
thing as disposing ot all the seats In the front 
halt of the nouse en bioo. When the sale opens 
nobody will be told that "nothing Is left forward 
of the eight row.' " 

Mr. Bhut>ert'8 arrangement Is to have the same 
prices for every night In the week. The Winter 
Garden prices will not be cut, however. 

At the offices of Comstock & Gest was anonnnrcd 
the following nnusuol prices for "Stolen Orders," 
at the Metropolitan Opera Hou3e. The scale wUl 
range 'from twenty-Qve cents In the famljy circle 
to onei dollar and fifty cents for tbe besCorchestra 
seats, with a new redaction of seventy-Qve cents 
and one dollar In tbe dress circle.

Vlay Jb a satire on self-adrertleement — «ood hu- 
■Dorcft ; there is so mach to he said for It. Alex- 
ander plays tbe part of a novelist, who will not ad- 
vertise himself fcnd cultivate Ideals. He Is only a 
half success, and personally nnlnterestlnc. Xono 
tbe less, he captivates a charming widow, the 
Countess Ottollne de Chaumle, who avows her in- 
tention of marrying him. In spite of 'the opposi- 
tion of her father and mother. Sir Bandle and Lady 
Fllson, who are steeped ;n.. tbe poison of aelf:ad 
Tertlsement — very amusing people. Angered by 
their contempt for him, and bis half saceeastul 
oovela, Mackworth throws out a fooUsh chal- 
lenge to the Fllsons. He has a novel In 
the prui>s ; he Is certain that, this thne, he 
will get a ball's eye. and he tells the Fusons 
that ae will marry tneir daughter only on con- 
dition that It proves to be a best seller. Mack- 
"worth's new not^cl does sell, by tens of thousands.

DEVELOPING PLANT UNSCATHED* 

HOHBER FEATURE CONCERN SPEEDHT RESUMES. PRODUCING OPERATIONS. 



Altboogh' tbe studios, offices and their co-related 
dopartments, sacli as dresslse rooiii!i and propertr 
rooms and projecting rooms, were entirely de- 
tnoUsbed. it has been 'definitely established that 
the laboratories of the Famous Players Kllm Co^ 
cootratT to the first reports ot the fire published 
In *M« paper and many New York dally news- 
papers, was not blown out by an explosion. In 
Set, the laboratory was the omly division of the 
entire balldlng which remained intact after the 
fire, -which rather contradicts the assumption re- 
ported to be held by Fire Commissioner Ad&mson, 
That, film factories within tlie confines. of the dty 
are a menace to New York. 

As the laboratory compplses the entire manaiac- 
turlng end of the studio structore, and Is the por- 
tion of tiie plant which contained the chemicals 
that are believed by the fire authorities to be so 
dangerous to the community in the event of fire, 
the astonishing success of this part of the build- 
ing In withstanding the attack of the devastating 
flames, woald seem at once, a direct and Incontro- 
vertible refutation of the theory that film fac- 
tories are of necessity dangerous to the com- 
mnnlty, and a conclusive illustration of the great 
efforts exerted by the Famous Players to main- 
tain an absolutely fireproof factory. 

That this irortlon of the building was subjected 
to the severest possible test by the flames Is 
. shown by the fact that the laboratory was sltu- 
. ated on the third floor of the building, and that 
'the flames, which completely enveloped it, swept 
past It in their upward flight and ate their way 
through the -root 'itself, leaving only this floor 
Immune from their destructive force.

The lessons of the fire prove conclusively 
that the fire prevention measures which we had 
already contemplated are more than adequate to 
cope with any situation which could conceivably, 
confront as,", said Mr. Porter with reference IQ. 
the possible changes which . the experience might 
have suggested to him.

Theatrical men 
point to tbe fact that never before have plays aad 
literature deaUnjr with Russian questions been 
berred In Great Britain, and that Siberia has often 
been exploited both on the speaking stage and ou 
the screen. 

The World VWm Corporation, with the "assist-

^11 make every effort to have tbe fltm* eifmbUed 
in Great Britain. They have been shown tbroogh- 
ont Canada, and It Is believed that with this prece- 
dent set the War Office mtiy relent.

What Is probably tho most novel plan ever con- 
ceived for the production of comedy dims has been 
Imngurated at the Santa Barbara studios of the 
American Film Co., Inc., according to a statement 
made by Samuel S. Hutchinson, president. 

Tbe Idea Instituted . involves the une of three dl 
rectors for two producing companies, rotating the 
direction of each, of the two companies among the 
three directors. It- Is said, that the novel comedy 
eltnationa thus developed have resulted In re- 
markably better farce films than have been pro- 
duced under th» old schone. 

The revelation of this novel plan of direction was 
made by Samuel 8. Hutchinson, president of the 
American Film Co.. Inc., while In New Tork, re- 
cently. Mr. HutcDlnson said : - "I have al'Ways 
believed that novel situations In comedies were 
vitally essential to good comic productions: In 
order to produce really unique situations you must 
have great diversity— ^grcat versatility. 

"Thb above plan nndoubtedly will, stimulate 
groat Interest among our directors and will make 
it possible for each of them to nse their Inven- 
tive genius to create a wide variety of comic situ- 
ations. 

"I have recently reviewed the first ten Beauty 
comedies made vnder this new plan, and I am con- 
fident that the plan Is alrendy a remarkable suc- 
cess." "Caah Cfats and a Cook Book," a Beanty 



comedy, directed .by . Mr.. Dillon, is exceptionally 
good.. 

Clever nse of Carroll's come<^ character w!ll bo 
found in "Love. Bumps and Mumps," a Beauty 
comedy, directed ia Mr. MacMackln. "Mixed 
MaUa" is another Tieanty comedy which displays 
the. stage technique . of Mr. Douglas.

"AU the above productions will be released on 
the Mutnal's new $8,000,000 program within .the 
next few weeks, and I am confident that exhibitors 
everywhere' will see In the giiallty of these Beauty 
comedies the succesa of the plan of direction." 



"Formerly I followed the plan used by other 
film manufacturers of using only one director to a 
company. The Beauty comedies gained coosidor- 
able recognition under that scheme of affaira, but 
I was not entirely eatlsfied. When we recently 
increased the production of Beanty comedies to 
two a week instead of one. a week for the new 
$8,000,000 Mutual program, I conceived the-ldra 
that it would probably result In much better work 
to have three directors for tbe two companies, 
rotatlngtbe productions among the three direc- 
tors. This means that a company producing 
Beanty comedies this week would be directed by 
one director; the following week the same com- 
pany would be directed by another director, and 
the third week the 6ame company would be di- 
rected .by a third director. 

' "In order to work out this plan smoothly I 
have arranged two companies to produce Beauty 
comedieB. The leads in company No. 1 are : Frank 
Borzage, Neva Uerber, Mrs. Lucille Ward and Will- 
iam Carroll. Tbe leads in company No.' 2 are : 
John Sheefaan, John Steppllng and Miss HoUoway. 

"These two companies arc directed by the fol- 
lowing three directors James Douglas. Archie 
MacJoackin and John DUlon. There wlU be an 
Interchange of direction on all Beauty comedies 
hereafter, Mr. Douglas dlrccMng.company No. 1 this 
week, Mr. MacMackln directing company No. 2 
next week, and Mr. DUlon directing company No.

No. 1— JAMES V. MONACO. 

When James V. Monaco resided in Chicago he 
was called Jdmmie Monaco. Nobody knew at that 
time that the -name Monaco was a shortening of 
the- truer Italian appellation, Delmonaco, and Will 
Von Tilzer overlooked a bet when he suggested 
the moro dlcnlfled christian name and foiled to 
Include the "Del" In the surname. 

In the days when (Chicago had a real cabaret 
district Jlmmle nsed to "stroke the kevs" In 
■wine rooms, playing everything in the weirknoicn 
"Mgger key"^ (F-sharp). He was a very popular 
youngster and used to entertain pleasure seekers 
with Impromptu selectlonsL He always wanted to 
write songs, and his youthful ambitions were ful- 
filled when Harry Von Tilzer published a number 
called "Joaie," while Will Vcn Tilzer was a mem- 
ber of the concern. This number cemented the 
friendship between Jhnmle Monaco and Will Von 
Tilzer, which was In a large way responsible for 
his later success. 

Though originally a New York boy (having se- 
•ored an education In that city), Jlmmle liked 
Chicago because prosperity attended his early 
eiwrts In the Western metropolis. He wrote 
"When I Woke Up This Morning She Was Gone," 
and to his own eurprlse and everybody else's. Will 
Bosslter published the song and, what is more to 
the point made a big hit of It This was followed 
by "Let Me Enow a Day Before," ■ "Circus Day" 
and' several other songs. Soon Jlmmle was looked 
^ipon as a promising young composer. 

Finding It difficult to -unload his Ideas as 
rapidly as they were conceived, Jlmmle deter- 
mined to publish his own material, and bad plates 
made for "Mister Dream Man" and "Throw Me 
Up and Catch Me." But he found a vast variance 
between having plates made and selling music. 

At this time he visited - New York and ran into 
Will Von Tilzer (still connected -with the Harry 
Vnn Tiller concern), on Broadway, and told him 
about his new songs. - Will listened to them and 
liked them both so well that the Harry Von Tilzer 
forces soon Issued "Dream Man" and started plug- 
ging it forthwith. Now everyl>ody knows that It 
was one of the most terrific hits of its year. 

When Will Von Tllz^r started the Broadwav 
Music Corporation, Jlmmle Monaco was remem- 
bered and occupied tlie stellar composer's chair. 
The first song, "Down on Uncle Jasper's Farm," 
did not come np to expectations, hut Jlmmle (now 
styling himself James) followed it with "Yon 
Made Me Love You" (which "made" the Broad- 
way concern) and a raft of other good numbers, 
including "I Miss Yon Most of All" and "Dancing 
Around.'* 

Last season Leo. Feist took noUce of Monaco, 
and he was added to the' list of hit producers for, 
that concern, a _posltlon which he still occupies 
by vlrtne of '"If we C^an't Be the Same Old Swcet- 
bcarts" and several of the songs now being plnggrd 
by Feist 

James V. -Monaco still likes Chicago, and it. Is 
one of his heart's desires to spend a few weeks of 
the year In th is city.

"Please let tne have a prescription for Just 
twenty grains, doctor," ahe pleaded -with me, while 
beads of perspiration rolled off her furrowed 
brow. She was a woman of abotit forty, highly 
Intelligent and of refined manners. 

I regretted, I explained, but the 'Harrison antl- 
narcotlc law prohibits the dlsi>enslDg of morphine, 
and I was powerless to help her. 

"A f>re»crlptlon or suioide," sbe commanded. 
"I cannot go on like this — not even for the rest 
of the day — oh, please help me." 

The determined look In her eye, the sparkling 
of Its fiery expression caused me momentary 
agony. I wns afraid she would moke her threat 
good. The sincerity of Its tone rang true. In- 
voluntarily I reached for my pen and banded her 
a prescription for the drug, which ebe fervently 
grasped lu trembling hand with a "Thank 
you" th.1t came straight from tbe heart. She 
nastily departed. 

Two days later she came again. This time she 
■was determined to rid herself of the babtt, she as- 
sured me, and begged to be helped. She threw con- 
tracts on my desk, showing that she wus engaged 
to Join a dramatic production In six weeks and tbe 
time was short. Immediate action was Imperative. 
I phoned the Martha. Wasblngtoa Home, and with 
the aid of snme of my Influential friends helped to 
get ber Into that Institution without charges. I 
took her there tbe same evening. At tbe gate she 
pressed ray hand and with a tear glistening in ber 
eyes, murmured : "Xou or never, doctor. I will 
not leave this place until / am cured— thoroughly 
cured, and out of the grasp of the venomous viper 
tbat destroys me ana my career. I have been 
wronged, anrt I took to It, and were It not for — 
for — ."' She could not go on. She trembled. Her 
voice was choked with emotion, and with a pene- 
tratlng look sbe left me on the otber side of the 
gate. 

What thooghts crossed my brain on my way 
home I cannot express. Why has tbe profession 
DO place to put these unfortunates when they 
are "down and out?" Why Is It that sn<^h marked 
Indifference Is manifest, and contempt and censure 
are meted out to hundreds of sueb as Alexandra, 
Instead of helping them to recover or regain them- 
solvea — physically and mentally — and to make 
them useful members of their chosen profession.

My experience teaches me that there Is just as 
much ' morphine fiendism," "drug addiction," and 
other vices In other walks of life as there Is In tbe 
profession of tbe stage. Yet, surprising as It may 
seem, when an actor or actress Is down nnd out 
and applies to some Institution for care, tbey are 
looked upon In many quarters as "non-residents," 
and their landing In trained hands la no small 
task. 

Six months elapsed after I took Alexandra to 
the "home," and I had heard nothing from ber. 
So I called the Institution on the 'phone, and they 
Informed me that Alexandra heul left some time 
previously — "oared." 

I was happy. I Inquired among my theatrical 
friends and learned that sbe Is to start rebearsals 
soon, and tbat she was all right again. No one 
suspected, of course, where she was ell tbe time 
she was at tbe "home." and I fear bad some people 
known of ber addiction ebe would have never been 
given a chance to rehearse.

S^he was rebcaiaing, che told me, and everything 
looked so bright. After ber visit, while escorting 
her to the door, sbe turned ber bead back, saying : 
"By the way, doctor, there Is a little girl up u> 
the hotel where I stop who Is addicted to mor- 
phine. I am trying to get her to the 'home.' How- 
ever, she Is sufferug now and I want ber to get 
temporary relief. Will you please write a pre- 
scription for her — ^untll to-morrow. I gave ber 
the Inst I bad — ahem — well, she's pretty bad and 
ne<>ria It. Won't you help her? I know you will, 
you are so good." . • ,^ ^ 

I gHzol at her In amazement. I felt that she 
was not speaking tbe truth, "Why don't you bring 
tlie girl up to see me?" I asked. She hesitated and 
did not reply. "I thought you had no use for mor- 
phine; how Is 'It yon gave ber the last you bad? 
"You spc, doctor, honestly, I bad some left ond 
gave It to her." 

My hopes tboX Alexandra was cured tottered from 
that very moment. I began to believe that It was 
s31 an Illusion and. to both her and me, a disap- 
pointment. Try as I ml^t, I was unsuccessful In 
having her admit she wanted tbe morphine for 
herself. She became Indignant when I broached 
the subject, and Insisted thot ske was absolutely 
cured And bad no more craving for tbe opdste than 
on orthodox Jew has for pork. A pause of five or 
six minutes ensued, after -which she arose, and ex- 
tending her right hand, sold : "I want to bid you 
good-bye. I really don't know when I srtiall see 
vou ngntn. Oh, yes, I promised to bring little 
■Binie' up to-morrow. Maybe I will. Au revoir — 
doctor — I have lots to tell you but I cannot Im- 
pose upon good nature ; your office Is crowded, 
mn.vbe some other time, maybe — " and the door 
cQosed. 

There was s(nnetblng strange about Alexandra.

Some- 
how or other I could not. tbat day, concentrate 
my mind on anything. The woman's vacant stare 
haunted me. "/ tiave lots fo tell vou," rang in my 
ears. 

That day I was delayed at the hospital and re- 
turned borne atjout three In tbe morning. The 
streets were deserted, and when. I arrived a news- 



Eaper delivery waeon rattled by. depositing a 
undle of momln^t papers at "Beinle's" neivs- 
stand. I saved Bennle tbe trouble of bringing the 
paper to the bouse, and pulled one from the 
bundle trefore me. Carelcaaly my eyei* -wandered 
through the sheet. Suddmly my attention became 
fixed on a beading that read : "Actrett Found 
Dead in Hotel. Believed to Unve Been Former 
aovemor'M Daughter." 1 -was stunned. I felt as 
If someone bad suddenly put me Into a hypnotic 
state. I happened to know where Alexandra 
stopped. I rang the hotel and was told by the 
clerk that she -was dead. Found dead as a result 
of poison. What happened? Perhaps she was 
ashamed to tell me tbat the "cure" -w&s only tem- 
porary and that sbe hod to go back to the habit! 
Sensitive and refined, remorse and shame evidently 
got tbe <best of her and she ended It alL

Dbab Doctob Thobbx : I would thank you to 
advise mo through Tax Old Reliable what nocr- 
Ishlng food could be given to a little girl of seven 
own tbe and a half. We have been feeding her 
oatmeal end rice, and would be pleased to res 
ceive some suggestion from you In this reeard. 
She weighs 18 lbs. Is tbat a proper welfjht for a 
baby of her age? What Is the standard weight 
for a baby In normal condition? Thanks, etc 

RBPLY. 

Any food on which the baby thrives and gains 
In weight Is proper. Milk, oatmeal and rice are 
very nonrlffiiing', end H your baby IHies the food, 
digests It well and thrives on It, you need not en- 
tertain sny fear. The weight of the baby Is the 
best guide wc bave to Indicate whether the food 
Is suffldent and of the right kind, and whether 
tlhe Infant Is rightly flourlsblng. Therefore, tbe 
baby ^onld be weighed every week. Dnrlns tbe 
first -week tbcre la cotmnonly some loss: from tbe 
end of tbe first week to tb? slxtli month the aver- 
age gain Should be from four to eight ounces a 
week ; from this time to tbe end of tne first year, 
from bwo to four ounces cadi week. An average 
baby should -wvlgh twelve ponoda at thre« months ; 
fifteen pounds, at six months ; seventeen pounds at 



niuf months; twenty and a .half jMunds at one 
year. S 

TTCAK TOICE.

Deab Doctor : I am a boy of sixteen years and 
have trouble -wltb my voice.

1 — Stand at "attention" -with the hands on 
hips, rise slowly on the toes while Inspiring slowly 
and deeply, then slowly sink on tbe heels again 
with slow expiration. 

2 — Standing at "attention" -with the bands on 
tbe hips, slowly move the bead back, as far as 
possible, with deep -Inspiration, . and afterwards 
bring In gradually to Che former position, breath- 
ing out with slow expiration. 

3 — Standing at "attentlan" -with bands on hips, 
rise slowly on the toes with slow Inspiration, bend 
the knees and slowly sink nearly to a sqtuttlns 
position while slowly exjUrlng; rise again to the 
upright position on the toes, with another deep 
Inspiration and then slowly sink to the heels -with 
slow expiration.

Some people develop pelvic congestions from 
diving.

Should 
vou. however, feel worse after It or not relieved, 
leave It alone and quit diving — for It may create a 
string of pelvic disturbances.
